On .March 10, 1942, the British 
government indicted Japan for bar­ 
barities at Hong Kong paralleling 
those during the sacking of Nan­ 
king in 1937. 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Elen 
told the house of commons that the 
Japanese forces occupying Hong 
Kong committed such horrors as 
the 
bayoneting 
of

bound officers and soldiers, and 
the indiscriminate raping and mur­ 
der of Asiatic and European wo­ 
men. 
Of course, one instance of that 
sort, or 10, shouldn’t condemn an 
entire nation.

One of the outstanding character­ 
istics of the savage is that he 
strikes by stealth. The Japs struck 
at Pearl Harbor while two of their 
emissaries talked peace in Wash­ 
ington.

the no rtheast sky each summer. 
The nights to lo o k are to night to 
Tluiriwlay . 
The 
largest 
numbers 
sho ul bo seen Wednesday night 
and the best time is after midnight 
after the mo o n has set. 
The meteo rs are small, usually 
i no t much bigger than grains o f 
j sand. They are swift, traveling at 
! mo re than 40 mile« a seco nd at 
j abo ut 60 miles abo ve th© earth. 
Size and speed co mbine to give 
them the appearance o f little tear­ 
dro ps. Fo r this reaso n the Irish, 
centuries ago , named 
them the 
tears o f St. I.awrence. 
The Mex icans dubbed them fly ­ 
ing hairs, due to ano ther peculiar­ 
ity . 
Many 
leave 
fleeting 
trails, 
which appear lo be very slender, 
o ccasio nally 
giving « the 
Illusio n 
o f a train o f tiny s^iarks. 
They are part o f a vast river o f 
meteo rs, who se o rbit Is between 
two and three billio n miles lo ng. 
Tbat 
takes 
'them 
tho u.sands 
o f 
times farther away fro m the sun 
than the earth at Its greatest dis­ 
tance. Tills o rbit stands o n its 
head in reference to the plane o f 
the earth’s o rbit. Almo st literally 
these perselda co me do wn fro m 
abo ve. 
Bach mid.summer the earth cuts 
thro ugh 
the 
stream 
in 
August. 
The width o f the stream has been 
estimated vario usly at fro m a fe w 
millio n miles to 15,000,000 miles. 
Perselds take JOS y ears to make 
the circuit o f the sun. Their o rbit 
co incides 
with 
Tuttle’s 
co met, 
which Is due to return to sight o f 
the earth In 1983. 
Any where fro m 10 to 60 o f these 
meteo rs are likely to be visible 
each ho ur especially after mid­ 
night.

A ‘THIRD FRONT' 


OWI Chie f Ex pre s s e s Doubt 


Ov e r Hitle r’s ‘Pas s ing’

Back fro m a three-week trip In 
which he visited Africa. England 
and Iceland, Davis to ld a news 
co nference that he regards o per­ 
atio ns in the Mediterranean area 
as a seco nd fro nt. l*pt that a third 
fro nt will be o pened "eventually ". 
Davis described as "pretty du­ 
bio us” repo rts fro m Euro pe, espe­ 
cially Spain, that Hitler !s pa.ss- 
Ing fro m the picture as the real 
po wer lu Germany in favo r o f a 
triumvirate headed by Field Mar­ 
shal Hermann Go ering. 
He said no wo rd o f any such 
change o f po wer In autho rity has 
been given to the German i>eo ple 
and ex pressed belief that it wo uld 
make little difference any way ex ­ 
cept that "we no lo nger wo uld 
have 
the 
advantage

Hitler's 
Intuitio n.” 
Asked when he tho ught the war 
wo uld end. TTavls replied that “No ­ 
bo dy kno w’s," but added:

^ECON D thought on the succession of Axis d e 
feats that brighten ed la.st week's n ews probably 
run s gen erally in the same d irection . For Ameri­ 
can s, Mun d a—least n oticed at the time—was l)est. 
At Mun d a there was n o symbolic un ion of fightin g 
forces: it was an all-Amerlcau victory. The total of 
fightin g men en gaged was n ot Impressive—a few 
thousan d again st the vast hord es surgin g back an d 
forth on the steppes of Russia.

Well, I hasten to admit that it 
isn’t good form to toss opprobrium 
about loosely. Obviously, too, 73,- 
000,000 Japanese can’t all be bad. 
Further, a news analyst isn’t per­ 
mitted to have any emotions when 
he is writing. 
I still 
feel, however, that 
the 
vast majority of the Japanese are 
savages at heart. It's easy enough 
to teach a savage to use 
knife 
and fork, but that doesn’t change 
his instincts. 
I have before me a dispatch

Progress ‘Slow, Steady’

But the Allied arm ies in France 
successfully smashed through the 
German lines east of Amiens that 
sam e day to clear a supply line 
from Paris 
for the first time in 
that war. whole German divisions 
failed in action and “in m any cases 
allowed them selves to he captured 
without resistance.’’ as an English­ 
man. G R. Cruttwell. wrote in the 
Oxford university history of the 
conflict. 
At the end of th at day. 25 years 
ago, the German crown council de­ 
cided that the war m ust he ended 
for. while the situation was not 
desperate enough to require a di­ 
rect proposal of peace, it was suf­ 
ficient to require a m ost speedy 
effort 
toward 
mediation 
through 
neutral countries. 
By October, the military picture 
had

Lieut. Gen. Erich von Ludendorff,

By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
A ssociated P ress Science E ditor 
v BW YORK, Aug. IO— This is the 
week of the m idsum m er m ete­ 
ors. the perseids, which for 1,113 
years straight have been seen in 
the northeast sky each summer. 
The nights to look are tonight to 
Thursday. 
The 
largest, 
num bers 
shoui 
be seen W ednesday 
night 
and the best time is after midnight 
after the moon has set. 
The m eteors are small, usually 
not much bigger than grains of 
sand. They are swift, traveling at 
more than 40 mile* a second at 
about 60 miles above the earth. 
Size and speed combine to give 
them the appearance of little tear­ 
drops. For this reason the Irish, 
centuries 
ago, 
named 
them 
the 
tears of St. Lawrence. 
The Mexicans dubbed them fly­ 
ing hairs, due to another peculiar­ 
ity. 
Many 
leave 
fleeting 
trails, 
which appear to be very slender, 
occasionally 
giving 
th e 
Illusion 
of a train of tiny sparks. 
They are part of a vast riv er of 
meteors, whose orbit is between 
two and three billion miles long. 
That 
takes 
'them 
thousands 
of 
times farther away from the sun 
than the earth at its greatest dis­ 
tance. 
This orbit 
stands on 
its 
head in reference to the plane of 
the e arth ’s orbit. Almost literally 
these perseids come down 
from 
above. 
Each m idsum m er the earth cuts 
through 
the 
stream 
in 
August. 
T he width of the stream has been 
estim ated variously at from a few 
million miles to 15,000,000 miles. 
Perseids take 108 years to make 
the circuit of the sun. Their orbit 
coincides 
with 
T u ttle’s 
comet, 
which is due to return to sight of 
the earth in 1983. 
Anywhere from IO to 60 of these 
m eteors are likely to he visible 
each 
hour especially 
after 
mid­ 
night. 
T he 
American 
M eteor society, 
through its president, Dr. Charles 
P. Olivier, requests th at the public 
observe 
and 
count 
the 
perseid 
m eteors 
this 
year. 
The 
counts 
should be given by the hour, speci­ 
fying how m any an observer saw 
and giving the clock time such as 
12 to I o'clock, or 1:30 to 2:30. The

USSIA'S advance on Kharkov shrinks the Battle 
of Russia Into the Battle of the Ukraine. With 
word that the Germans are evacuating civilians from 
Smolensk, strong point at the north end of their 
Russian line, the magnitude of the Red army’s sum­ 
mer offensive becomes plain.

To sum up, Germany now Is preparing to defend 
Smolensk, which it occupied two months after the 
beginning of the Russian invasion in 1941. Late in 
September that year, Hitler’s hordes reached the 
outskirts of Leningrad. Early in October, 
they 
reached Orel; It now has been left behind them in 
their retreat 
By the middle of October, Premier Stalin an* 
Bounced a state of siege for Moscow; the Germans 
were within artillery distance. By the last week in 
October, Kharkov had been reached by advanced 
detachments. The Ukraine had been lost. The Axis 
military machine seemed insuperable. There was 
nothing in sight to stop Hitler from leading his In* 
vadlng hordes to the shore of the Caspian sea. 
It bas been a long time since then—for everybody, 
but It must seem especially long to Hitler and his 
generals. They have ruined their nation and wrecked 
Europe and part of Asia.

Interest as well as geography, the Swedes yet have 
mustered the courage to affront the German gov­ 
ernment with a decision that will cause It extreme 
embarrassment. 
These are days of good signs about the forth­ 
coming disintegration of Axis power. Best of all the 
signs is the trend among neutral governments to­ 
ward "neutrality against Germany”. With more In­ 
side Information than Is available to anyone else, 
they have made their selection and laid their bets. 


Munds Was Best 
SECOND thought on the succession of Axis de­ 
feats that brightened last week's news probably 
runs generally In the same direction. For Ameri­ 
cans, Munda—least noticed at the time— was best. 
At Munda there was no symbolic union of fighting 
forces; It wag an all-American victory. The total of 
fighting men engaged was not impressive—a few 
thousand against the vast hordes surging back and 
forth on the steppes of Russia. 
The battle was not spectacular. Jungle battles 
rarely are. It could not be called a turning point In 
the war, because Americans have proved before 
that they can overwhelm any Japanese outpost on 
which they concentrate their strength. 
But It was a triumph for Americans on their own 
against an enemy who refuses to be beaten, does not 
surrender and who fights exceedingly well on battle­ 
grounds of his own choosing. The Americans who 
slugged It out day by day. yard by yard to take 
Munda made a special niche for themselves in the 
esteem of their countrymen.

This is quite a change be­ 
cause in the old days by imme­ 
morial tradition every textbook of 
medicine started out with the dis­ 
cussion of typhoid fever. 
The change is an indication of 
the importance which Dr. Chris­ 
tian believes should be attached 
to this new viewpoint of psychoso­ 
matic medicine. Typhoid fever was 
a disease which everybody once 
had but it. now has been conquered 
by preventive hygiene. Today I as­ 
sume the best medical thought be­ 
lieves that more people are suffer­ 
ing from psychosomatic disorders 
than from anything else. 
Psychosomatic if? a combination 
of the Greek word "psyche.” which 
means 
soul 
and 
“soma” 
which 
means body. In other words, it is 
a recognition of the fact that most 
people who are sick are sick in 
body, mind and soul. It is a very 
old thought with a very new twist. 
People are inclined to believe 
that if they have dyspepsia or con­ 
stipation or high blood pressure it 
Is a purely mechanical and organic 
derangement. Psychosomatic med­ 
icine says that It Is not; that the 
soul and mind and emotions are 
just as much deranged as the body 
in these conditions. 
I say that it is an old conception 
because it is no more than the old 
idea of constitutions—of the hu­ 
moral 
pathology of 
Hippocrates 
and Galen. There was the man of 
phlegmatic constitution, the man 
of melancholiac temperament, the 
bilious and the sanguine man. all 
of whom were subject to certain 
diseases in which body, soul and 
mind were equally involved. 
One of the difficulties of study­ 
ing the subject consists of arriving 
at an Idea of what is normality.

HE whistles blew in Moscow at 
1010 p. rn , July 21. 1941. No 
one paid much attention to them.

found they w-ere chattering excited­ 
ly—about me! The luminous dial 
of my wrist wratch cast a faint glow 
which they were demanding that I 
extinguish.

Former factory manager for the 
Brltish-American Tobacco Co., in 
Hong Kong, Evans said he was the 
only American and the only civilian 
among the 2,000 prisoners. 
The fate of the remainder re­ 
mains a mystery. Dispatches have 
carried Japanese reports that 900 
Canadian and British army and 
navy personnel were saved, but no 
list ever was released. 
Herded Below Decks 
During the voyage the prisoners 
were herded below decks like ani­ 
mals, Evans said, and had to fight 
their way up through heavy hatch 
covers after the craft began to 
settle. 
The prisoners swarmed out on 
the listing deck when the prison 
ship was torpedoed and found no 
sign of the crew aboard. 
The ship went down quickly, 
Evans said, as he stood on deck 
with a 
life 
preserver. 
He 
was 
washed off Into the cold water. 
Four hours later, Evans said, he 
reached the China coast. About 
three months later, last Dec. 22, 
he reached Chungking in company 
with Warrant Officers W. C. John­ 
stone, 6t. and James Fallace, both 
of the royal navy. 
Here with his wife to visit a 
cousin, Evans touched briefly on 
fear-filled days preceding capitula­ 
tion of Hong Kong in December of 
‘41. 
Japs Just ‘Didn't Care’ 
“I was driving a car for the 
navy.” he said. “When I was cap­ 
tured on the 25th, I was interned 
with the military at Samsbuipo on 
the mainland. 
"The Japs weren’t brutal—they 
simply didn't care. Once we had 
only rice for 39 consecutive meals. 
We had no beds. 
"They gave us nothing, not even 
medical supplies. There was a lot 
of sickness — dysentery, malaria; 
that sort of thing. One diphtheria 
epidemic lasted three months. I 
had beriberi and pellagra."
